‘public’ works bave languished instead of 
being’ vigorously proceeded with, Indeod 
sihen we come to read the petition carefully 
we are struck by the fact that the vagueness 
of the wording is simply remarkablo, and 
it would indeed be nn easy mniter for o 
critic to turn what. is intended as a 
testimonial into o strong criticism of His 
Excellency’s administration. The way in 
which the author of the petition skates over 
the facts and. trics to make it appear that 
thinge desired ara things nccomplished, or 
in the way of being accomplished, is simply 
most delusive. Let us take, for example 
‘what tha petitioners say, with regard to the 
water question. In paragraph 9 they refer 
to the ~ increase of the water storage nnd 
the better regulation of the. water supply” 
ag among the measures which. will_improve 
the health of the Colony. We quite agree. 
But it is nocessary to point out that these 
are things still required and not yet achieved. 
Increased water storage bus been o erying 
need in the Colony for years, and despite 
this reference to the mutter in paragraph 
9, paragraph 18 shows that it is still an 
unsatisfied demand. In paragraph 13 the 
petitioners show :— 7 

That provision fur a largely increased 
supply of water tu the Colony by further 
arrangometits for its conservation and dis: 
tribution, together with ‘provision for the 
housing and spread of the Chinese’ working 
elneses, ia considered by your petitioners. to 
be absolutely necesaary for their welfare 
and the sanitary improvement of the whole 
Colony, and thet your petitioners hive 
good reasun to believe that His Excellency 
the Governor is now devising schemes to 
mect immediate and future requirements 
in those respects. 


It would be satisfactory to be nssurcd 
that Hie Excellency is “now devising 
" gchemes to meet the immediate and future 
“ requirements,” but having regard ‘to the 
urgency and importance of the matter, we 
think the water supply question ought to 
have been advanced far beyond that stage. 
Perbaps: the paragraph in the petition 
which excites most comment is No. 9, 
which, nmong other things, says: “ The 
“improvement and augmentation of the 
“ polica and- district watchmen forces, the 
“ gtarn suppression of secret societies, and 
“the deportation of hardened criminals and 
“dangerous characters have tended to 
“ preserve the peace and good order of this 
“Colony in a manner the most effective and 
“unsurpassed.” These are consummatio ne 
devoutly to be wished, but the facta certainly 
do not justify the assertions of the peti- 


| tioners. The Criminal Statistics published 


in the Government Gazette ovly a week 
ago show that during the last five years the 


increase in ‘serious offences ” in the Colony | 


has been 30 per cont. compared with the 
‘figures for the previous five years, and 
while the return represents a decrease of 
Q1 percent, in “minor offences” in the 
same period, it is notorioun that a large 
proportion of the crimes—in -the Colony—- 
small thefts particularly—are not reported 
to the police. ie 
While His Excellency deserves credit for 
what haa been achieved to the adsantage 
of trade.on the West River by reagon of the 
wanintenance of friendly relations with the 
locut Goverument of Canton, a few words 
need to be said: with reference tv the ad- 
mimwstration of the New Tervitory, which 
certainly leaves a great deal to be desired. 
It has so far not been made the source 
revenue that it might and ought to be ‘be- 
enuse of the neglect to collect Crown rents. 


In a speech delivered in August, 1900, to the 


comraittee men at Tiipé and Ping Shan, 
His Excellency gave it to be understood 
that the occupiers of land. would be accepted 
ag owners, but if the person in’ oocupation 
was decided upon an investigation of his 
title not to be the proper owner the ‘amount 
paid by him as Crown rent would be teturn- 
ed, and the rent collected from the person 
decided to be the lawful owner.. Have the 
rents in tha numerous disputed cases “been 
collected * on account” in the manner above 
described, or is the collection of such rents 
still being neglected ?, The latest Report on 
the New Territory—that for 1901—showed 
that while the expenditure was $534,260, 
the revenue collected did not amount to more 
than $53,890; and we doubt not that the 
next Report will show that the New Werri 
tory is atill very far from paying its way.
